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REMARKS 

Claims 1-10, 12-15, and 17-22 are pending. By this Amendment, claims 1, 2, 3, 10, 
12, and 17 are amended, and claims 1 1 and 16 are canceled. 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges the indication of allowable subject matter in 
claims 3-9, 1 1-15, and 17-22. By this Amendment, claims 3, 1 1, and 17 are written in 
independent form as amended claims 3, 10, and 17 to place them in condition for allowance. 
Claims 3-10, 12-15, and 17-22 are in condition for allowance. 

Claims 1, 2, 10, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent 2,933,264 to Bullen et al. Claim 10 is amended to incorporate the allowable 
subject matter of claim 11, and claim 16 is canceled. Thus, the argument below is directed to 
claims 1 and 2. Amended claims 1 and 2 recite a combination of previously claimed features. 
Bullen discloses a simple hose guide 25 with a loop 28 that supports spools 36. The primary 
function of the hose guide is to support the hose far enough behind the storage compartment 
and rear end of a truck so that when the hose is drawn laterally it will not rub against portions 
of the truck (col. 3, lines 25-28.) Bullen' s hose guide does not include an actuator coupled to 
the level winder that pivots the level winder with respect to the drum to maintain the cable in 
a predetermined position relative to the drum, as recited in claim 1. Bullen' s hose guide also 
does not include a feeding mechanism through which the cable is fed from the pulleys, as 
recited in claim 2. 

Accordingly, as Bullen does not disclose or suggest each and every feature of claims 
1 and 2, Bullen cannot anticipate those claims. Claims 1 and 2 are allowable. 

It is respectfully submitted that all of the claims are in condition for allowance and the 
application should be allowed. Should further issues require resolution prior to allowance, 
the Examiner is requested to telephone the undersigned.
